Telegraph Operaters Who Average Forty- 
five Words a Minute. | 


Telegreph operators, taken aitozether, | 
can probably write faster than any other | 
class of men who use the pen. It is also 
true that the telegraph operators of| 
America are much faster and in every | 
way better than those of England or any; 
of the continental countries. This is! 
probably due to the fact that in England | 
the telegraph is conducted by the govern | 
ment, and there is little competition or 
inducement of any kind to lead the oper- 
Stors to improve or exce!. 

In Amenca it is just tue reverse. The 
salary is in accordance with the work of 
the employe, and a first class man need; 
never be without work at good pay. ! 
_ Before an operator can secure a b rth} 
in any first class office he must be al leto! 
“take” on @ test at an averaze rate of | 
sending, and make a “clean” copy of the 
message. A single glance at a “copy” js 
eufhcient to inform the manager winetber 
the applicant is an ol! operater or net, 
for there is a peculiarity about the pen- 
manship of telegraphers that is unmis- 
takable. From necessity there is very 
little flourish in the writing, and the pen 
is pulled rather than pushed over the 
paper, and is very # Ifo lifted from the 
paze. That accounts for the frequen-y 
with which different words in messages 
are connected by hair lines. Very often 
an entire line is written without the pea 
leaving the paper. 

“I'l! tell you how it is that telegraphers 
become fast penmen,” said an export 
operator. “It is not because they are 
any quicker in moving their fingers than 
other penmen, but Lecaus: they must 
ke-p up With the ijustrument trom waco 
they are reesiving. Op-rators will not 
‘break’ a sender if they can possibly help 
it, and they keep their pens moving as 
rapidly as sible in order to avoid 
breaking. Very few telegraphers can 
follow more than five words behind the 
instrument, and the majority cannot rop 
three wor.ls behind and not make a ‘bull’ 
of it. Since they must keep up they do 

their best, and the result is they improve 
inspeed. Another fact :—Operators can- 
not write nearly as fast when they are 
not reveiving as when they are following 
the instrument. They are many tele- 
graphers whe can make a legible copy at 
the rate of forty-five or even forty-eight 
worlds a minute while receiving who 
eonld not put forty words on paper at 
other times. 

“T knew an operator who made a wager 
of on oyster supper for a dozen men, 
several years ago, witha reporter, that he 
could write legibly tive words more a 
minute, forthree minutes, than the re- 
porter, Who was a fast penman. The re- 
porter succeeded in getting down 114 
words in three minutes, a friend reading 
to him from a newspaper article. The 
average Was just thirty-eight words. The 
operator then invited the party to a tele- 
praph office, and got one of the fast men 
there to ‘send’ for him, taking the same 
article from which the reporter had 
written. The operator copied forty-six 
words the first minut», forty-four the 
second and forty-five tie third, winning 
with ease. He then tried io do the same, 
having a man to read for him, and only 
averaged forty words.” 

During the great Boston fre an operator 
in New York received 218 messages be- 
tween seven o'clock aed noon, and sent 
216 during the afiernoon of the same 
day.
